But what he actual­ 
ly said was another thing. 
“You know there’s a fellow down 
at New York who writes my speeches 
for me,” Mr. Schwab told those at 
the annual dinner of the American 
Roadbuilders’ 
Association. 
“He’s 
written one for me to deliver to you 
tonight. 
It has been given to all 
the newspapers, and you can read it 
tomorrow morning. 
“Now I guess we need 
not be 
bothered with that any more.” 
He swept into a 
joke, 
kept

hearers laughing and applauding a 
half hour, and finished with a burst of 
humor. 
Once he nearly got into his prepared

Artificial Larynx 
Shown In Chicago 


Chicago, Jan. 16.—A tiny telephone 
receiver, weighing only half an ounce 
and fitting into the outer ear; an arti­ 
ficial larynx, and an audiometer for 
measuring hearing 
were described 
Thursday by Paul B. Findley, of the 
Bell Telephone laboratories of New 
York, to members of the Electric Club 
here. 
For severe cases of deafness, the 
speaker explained, a two-stage vacuum 
tube amplifier is provided. A micro­ 
phone picks up the speech. The arti­ 
ficial larynx, he said, was a device 
that would artificially produce and 
feed into the throat and mouth sounds 
which were moulded into syllables and 
words.
